A RAILROAD ACCIDENT IN 

TRAWCE. 

Trains Meeting at a Speed of Sixty 
Miles an Hour, 



TLo two trams, uropellod with all 
tho speod possible, mot iu a cuttiuj,' 
llEty feet bigh, iit a fuw ynrds from tho 
entrance of a tuiuiLl, and in a spot 
where the lino tlc^ci ilif.s .'i lmii-\-o so 
■harp that it is net pD.ssibio t,u see 
more than oiio hiiinhoil foot ahead. 
TLiG two oiigiiu's, woii.',lii 11^' soiiio 
eighty tons each, lilfriiUy jiouc'triited 
each other about three foet,bocomin[,', 
as it were, riveted togetlicr; tho teu- 
ders were, on the otlier baud, so up.set 
that ouo of the stoclicr.s wu« subwc- 
quently found burriod under tlie coal. 
Propelled by a joint inipotiib of up- 
ward of sixty miltb an hour, the ciir- 
riages, naturally much liyhtor tbiui 
the engines, continued their boadloiig 
route, mouutinj,' (jvur the locomotivea, 
and forming u, iui^e pile of wreck, or 
abatteriug into a thouaiiud siilintors, 
which I cannot comi^are to unythiii^^ 
better than what might bo inia,:ifiiied 
had the whole bf.'!!ii hurled down a. 
deep mountain [ireciiuco. I myself 
saw half the roof uf ouo of the car- 
riages, not to Bpciik of friiguieuts two 
days afterward; in the adjacent held 
iifty feet above the level of the rails, 
while pieces of planks strewed th« 
slope of the cutting. Both the engine 
drivers, the two stokers, and two 
guards periuhed in the collision. Some 
travelers, who luid alroiuly sutrerod in 
the collision at Jloutoreau a few hours 
before, were again wounded or con- 
fused. Mr. Matheys of London and 
his servant wore killed in tbo most 
frightful manner ptissiblo, and in tho 
other train a traveler residing at Ma- 
con, Mr. Home and Sir — Stewart es- 
caped death by a true miracle. The 
former had a laceration of the foot, 
and the latter bad bis thigh broken. 
A sprightly young Amtniean named 
Torcey had his thigh ui a liki; uiauner 
fractured; and wheu 1 left 1 uutli i- 
stood that the surgeons of Aix-lo;;- 
Bains, where ho was couYLved, feared 
lest it should bo nefes.-ary to njuko iin 
operation. Ouo poor ^voniun was found 
with her liead severtKl t'leaii from lier 
bodV; and pro.sonttnl Kucli a ghnslly 
spectacle that the man who found her 
was perfectly overcome. A little girl 
wandered about at Aix alone, her 
mother having had her legs both cut 
oft". Tbo guard at the tail of tho train, 
sitting in his l^ox, on soeing tho catas- 
trophe in all its details, at once lost 
his mind, and on being questioned by 
a person at the station of Ais, where 
he was taken, began to dance and 
sing. Poor fellow, ho was put into 
the mad asylum at Chambri;y. Niuii- 
erous pasaongors wore almost serious- 
ly wounded, and llioso who had simple 
contusions received the most violent 
nervous shock, besides a sort of coir 
cussiOn of tho intestines, predisposing 
to inllammation; t h<iy also complaint-i 1 
of pains iu tho head. — Leller <U)Out the 
Air-les-Ualns Vullisiott . 



Prosperity of Paris. 

It is an evidence of the returning 
prosperity of Paris that the work of 
beautyiying tbo city, with ••vbich the 
late war interfered for some yoai's, i.s 
once more iu active opt ralioii. Not 
only is tbo restoration of the buildings 
destroyed by tiio ConnnuniKta being 
proceeded \vitb, but several now works 
are going on, siudi aslho prolongation 
of avenue loiuling fi'om tli': n". ,v ()|]er;i 
llouso direct to t'alais lu'Vid, the 
trans formation and enihelishment of 
the Place Piu'vis in front of Nolio 
Dame, comprising tbo removal o'' tiie 
old Hotel Dieu, and the prolongation 
in its place of the Quay Marflh-Nenf, 
and tho building of a now briilgo, etc. 
Tho now Hotel Dieu on the oiiixisite 
side of tho S'piavo is a nrignilioont 
erection. The new War ()iiif(', just 
linished on tho IJoidevaiil St. Domini- 
que, is one of the tiuest buildings in 
Europe. Its veatible, which is vasi, 
spacious and api)roiiri;!lely ((('(•orated, 
is greatly admired. They pro[ioso to 
continue iminedial il y the iioidevard 
Haufismanu so as join thi! Jlouhivaro 
Montiuartro whore tho jjouluvani dos 
Italiens terminates. The municijjle 
council are also erectinq at various 
prominent places, sue!) as tbo railway 
stations electric ch)cl;s, whioli by Now 
year wiU,be connected by wiren with 



the Observatory, thus giving to uU 
parts of Paris tho same time, and obvi- 
ating thereby much incouvonionco and 
annoyance. Thoy havo been nndcing 
exporimonts with wooden pavements 
lately, but their expense and their 
comparatively short duration are givtm 
as reasons for their vei'y partial adop- 
tion. Ordinary granite pavement 
costs from tiftecn to sixteen francs, 
the metro, and lasts lifteon years, while 
tho 'woodcir i)avoment costs twenty 
francs and lasts hardlyjlivo years. In 
London the wooden pavement is com- 
ing largely into use. It is a pity that 
some durable pavement cannot bo 
'"oiuul as a substitute f<n' tho griuiite{<in 
Paris, which is so noisy, and which 
causes so much tear and wear to ve- 
liieles, to say nothing of its ell'octs up- 
ou tho nervous systenis of both man 
and betiat. 

The shops at Paris always look tlicir 
best at Ibis season of tbo year, when 
they are dressed out not only with ar- 
ticles de luxe, hut with every possible 
object that can attract the eye and 
open the purse. The universal prac- 
tice here of giving presontH— ctrennos 
at New Year necessitated constant ef- 
forts to produce something new as well 
as something that will please all tastes 
and all ages, so that every year there 
is something new and attractive. The 
number of dolls, however, which an- 
uiudly make their appearance in the 
sboi)s of Paris, njight sullico, one 
would suppose, for all tlie lillle girls 
in tho world. The weather being mihl 
and bright, the crowils which day and 
night lit this season perambulate the 
boulevards are such as could be seen 
nowhere else but in Paris.

Tbo tincture can bo used iu doses of 
hve droj^B to a half dracbm iu milk. 
The amount for thorough stimulation 
is greater thon can bo ttiken in water. 
I usually give in such doses us can bo 
easily taken in milk, using tho milk as 
food for small children. One fact, 
however, needs to be born in mind, 
namely, the boposuli)bito prevents tho 
digestion of milk, and should not bo 
given in less than an hour from it. 
They may bo used alternately, how- 
ever, without interfereneo, in sulllcient- 
ly frequent doses. Judging in this 
disease as I judge in others, I am fully 
persuaded that the treatment I have 
so long used, and which has not failed 
mo yet, will save netirly evLU-y case of 
diphtheria if seasonably and vigorously 
employed, and there is no reason why 
it sbould not do as in my own. In 
none of my cases have I used nuy 
aneohol.

COAL EXPORT ATIONS, 

In tho face of tho enormous receipts of 
coal at Sau Fiaiuiaeo from Great Britftin 
aod Australia it is a matter of estreme 
Bfttisfaotion to find that Nnuairao lias not 
only held her own but that she has ox- 
ported 27,087 tons more in 1876 than in 
1875, and nearly 59,000 tons more in I sTtJ 
than in 1874. It is wortliy of remark 
that during part of luPt year the outi>nt 
of Welliugtou coal was elioeked by a 
strike and subsequently by a lin-; but ovoii 
with those disndvautagtK its shipnuMit 
was much in excess of those of any pro- 
Tious year. The Nanniiuo Colliery sent 
away 78,536 tons in 187C, and tho Haro- 
wood 8 010 tons during the same period. 
What is worthy of remark from tho totals 
is the evident iavur with which our coal 
is regarded over any siiniUi- const produc 
tion in -the San Francisco market. To 
fcuperior quality, and to ileit a'soie, is due 
the increase in tho Hhiinneuts. Wo are r.'- 
ininded tliat prie(>s have ruled low, but 
that fact is attributable to the scarcity of 
wheat in Europe, wliieh enabled ships 
coming to California for cargc os to brii]'.^ 
coal as ballast.

Thoy were whip- 
pod at every point and driven from the 
liald and pursued as far as my limited 
supplies and worn-down iiiiinmls would 
carry my command. The Indians iqipear 
have ploDty of arms ami aiumunition, 
but otherwise are iu a destitute condition. 
Soma of the prisonei-s now in our hands 
woro captured wdth frozen liiubs aud 
were living on horse moat. Tho weathor 
laa bcou very severe and tho snow from 
one to three feet deep. The command is 
in good ooDditioo.
